age that springs and welln arc drying 
up. This shortage ranges from tl.20 at 
Nnntucltet to 4.57 Inches at Worcester. 
The general effect of It may be under- 
stood when It is known that the aver- 
age rainfall for November Is between 
four and Jive Inches. 
In many jilnces 


there was hardly any rain or snow last 
month. Among the 97 stations at which 
official observations] were tnken, there 
are 71 that had less than two inches 
of precipitation last November 
and 


there are 1C which had less than one 
inch. The most remarkfible feature of 
Ihe situation, according to Mr. Smith, 
is that every one of the 07 received 
lens than the normal.

ordinarily 


there Is some corner in New England 
that Is favored with at least the aver- 
age amount. 
At 56 of the stations the 


deficiency wns more than two Inches 
and at 14 it was more than three. 


The temperature was the lowest for 


the month In the history of the New 
England climatic and crop report—a 
period of about twenty years.

lew instrument, which consists of a specially constructed camera made effective 
ly flashlight, the ^convenience and uncertainty of long exposure are avoided. 
I'he Instrument will be of immense value to eye specialists.

FAREWELL REPORT 


COMMISSIONER JONES ON CIVIL1Z- 


ING THE INDIANS. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13—The farewell 


annual report of W. A. Jones of Wiscon- 
sin, United States Commissioner of In- 
dian Affairs, Is devoted largely to the ertu 
rational work of thfi Bureau anionp tho 
Indians, together with a discussion favor- 
able to tho abolition of reservation lines. 
The Indian population 
of the United 


States, excluding tho New York Indiana, 
those in Alaska and those enrolled with 
the five civilized tribes of Indian Terri- 
tory, numbers about 1S3.OTO. from which 
tho srhools under the control of the gov- 
ernment bureau 
arc 
recruited. 
This 


makes the scholastic population 
some- 


where near 145.000. 
The present capacity 


of boarding and day schools Is about 29.- 
SOO, at which Bchools there is an enroll- 
ment of 2^,478 and nn average attendance 
of 25,104. 
Thfi number 
of government 


institutions Is 231. 


Here; are pome of the results of tho gov- 


ernment's efforts to educate the Indians 
as told by Commissioner Jones:. 


"Reservations are 
being broken 
up. 


Inherited lands are belni? sold and sturdy 
American citizens are buying them and 
settling among the. Indians, 
nnd 
fol- 


lowing the wake of all comes the public 
school, where In time the white nnd 
Indian will mingle.

Tho old, Infirm and helpless receive this 
aid. and 'old folks' homes' are, being es- 
tablished to care for those who can no 
longer care for thrmsclvps. 
The able- 


bodied are compelled to wprk In order to 
meet the demands of existence.

cally put Into operation. 
Effort IR con- 


tinually bping made to 'give the Indian 
n. white man's chance.'

dian shall become n responsible

and a taxpayer and finally merge .with 
thfi more progressive whites.
